The proposal is one of 
obvious necessity, and aggin it is 
disingenuous when --the - Russian 
commission member dissents on 
the pround that the proposal “is 
tantamount to limitation of the 
sovereijen rights of these states.” 
It is exactly that, as intended by 
the nations which framed the 
United = Nations

charter which clearly authorized 
collective abridgement of national 
sovereignty when national conduct 
was’ Judged, inimical to, world 
peace. The Russian _ position 
could be justified only if Russia 
could show that the border find- 
ings are not true or that, if true, 
the border operations do not;
